May it please Your Gracious Majesty, 

1. Wo, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to Your Majesty this our Sixtieth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report twenty-two meetings'of the Board have been held. We have 
made 445 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 


3. Seven Hundred and Forty-three funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to mate such voluntary transfers.

In addition, we receive rents and annuities of the yearly value of £2,425 8s. 9d r 
and the annual interest on certain Charity Funds amounting to £12,973 Is. 10<i., not 
vested in us. 

5. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1903, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts 
for the year ended December 31st, 1904, have been prepared and submitted for 
audit. 

6. Among the funds for charitable purposes placed under our custody during the past 
year was a sum of £3,400, £4 per cent. Guaranteed Preference Stock of the Great 
Southern and Western Kailway Company, and £500 Dublin Corporation £3£ per cent 
Redeemable Stock, the income of which is directed to be applied towards the up-keep 
and maintenance of St. Macarten's Cathedral, Monaghan. 

We also received a sum of £416 £4 per cent. Preference Stock of the London and 
North Western Railway Company, the income of which is to be applied towards 
maintaining a bed in the Royal City of Dublin Hospital. 

As the result of sales of charity property over which the Trustees had no power of 
sale, there has been transferred to us, during the past year, on the trusts attached 
to the property sold, £12,748 13s. Id cash, £1,352 18s. '"Id. Consols, and £271 18s 0 d. 
Guaranteed Land Stock. 

7. We have had several applications during the past year to approve of sales under 
the Irish Land Act, 1903, of their holdings to tenants on charity property. We have 
sanctioned such sales in all cases in which we were satisfied that the sale would be for 
the benefit of the charity interested. The rates of purchase have varied considerably. 
In one case we approved of a sale of lands in the County Dublin at 27^ years 
purchase. In 1887 we were asked to approve of the sale of a charity property 
in the County Kerry at 8 years’ purchase in the case of the smaller tenants, 
and at about 13 years’ purchase in the case of one large tenant. We refused our 
consent to these terms, and also to further offers from the tenants. The sale of these 
lands has now been sanctioned at 18 years’ purchase for the smaller holdings, and 214- 
years’ purchase for the larger holding. 

8. A vacancy occurred on the Board during the past year by the resignation of Mr. 
John R. Wigham. This vacancy has not yet been filled up. 

9. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit. Departments Act, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1904, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts.
